Anti-sep aratist p arties got 59 p er 
cent of the v ote, and op inion p olls 
b efore the election indicated only 
ab ou t 20 p er cent of the v oters were 
diehard sep aratists.

The three-hou r conference on the 
b u dget that Ford p lanned today was 
his longest work session since Nov . 2 
when he lost the election to Jimmy 
Carter. 
Ford, wife Betty , dau ghter Su san 
and son Jack retu rned to Washington 
on Monday ev ening from Palm 
Sp rings, Calif., where the President 
sp ent eight day s u nwinding from the 
camp aign. 
Jam es T. Ly nn, director of the Office 
of Management and Bu dget, met with 
Ford twice in Palm Sp rings and 
retu rned with him for today ’s meeting 
on p reliminary ou tlines for the federal 
b u dget 
for 
fiscal 
19 78, 
du e 
for 
p resentation to Congress in Janu ary . 
Ly nn said last week that Ford’s 1978 
b u dget will ex ceed the $429 .5 b illion in 
ou tlay s that were tentativ ely p rojected 
a y ear ago. Sp ending in fiscal 19 77, 
which b egan Oct. 1, is ex p ected to top 
$413 b illion, inclu ding a $50 b illion 
deficit. 
Carter can su b mit his own b u dget 
p rop osals for fiscal 19 78 after he tak es 
office Jan. 20. 
Ford’s v acation rou tine in Palm 
Sp rings consisted mainly of swimming 
and golf, b u t he also went hou se 
hu nting. 
The Fords on Su nday v iewed sev eral 
hou ses and lots in the p osh desert 
resort where they stay ed, b u t made no 
decision on whether to mov e to the 
area p ermanently , White Hou se Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said Monday .

—He hop es to p u rsu e negotiations to 
freeze the nu mb ers of missiles and 
warheads and the effectiv eness of 
nu clear weap ons at p resent lev els, and 
said. “ I wou ld hop e we can reach b y 
nex t fall a comp rehensiv e agreement 
on nu clear disarmament." 
—He said he hop es the Organization 
of Petroleu m Ex p orting Cou ntries will 
not increase oil p rices nex t month 
when the OPEC cou ntries meet. He 
said it wou ld b e b etter for the world 
economy and the economies of the 
OPEC nations “if they ex ercise great 
restraint.” He also disclaimed any 
official role as a U.S. sp ok esman in the 
matter. 
Postal Service Shows Surplus 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Postal 
Serv ice say s its su ccess in trimming 
its work force has help ed it p ost its 
first su rp lu s in fou r y ears. 


Postmaster General Benjamin F. 
Bailar said Monday that the Postal 
Serv ice’s $15 million su rp lu s in the 
q u arter that ended Sep t. 3 0 means it 
p rob ab ly will not hav e to raise the cost 
of mailing letters nex t y ear. 


The gov ernm ent-su b sidized mail 
agency , which lost $1.2 b illion in the 
fiscal y ear that ended last Ju ne 3 0, still 
ex p ects to lose $500 million in fiscal 
19 77, which b egan last month, Bailar 
said. Bu t that is down from an earlier 
forecast of a $1 b illion loss. 
"We’re not ou t of the woods y et. 
Nev ertheless, this is a major ac­ 
comp lishment,” he said at a news 
conference called to annou nce the $15 
million su rp lu s, which ended a string 


of q u arterly deficits that stretched 
b ack to 1972. 
The Postal Serv ice has lost nearly $3 
b illion since it was created in 1971 to 
rep lace the old Post Office Dep art­ 
ment. 
“ I’m hop efu l there will not b e a rate 
increase in 19 77,” he said. 
B ailar 
called 
the 
continu ing 
redu ction in the p ostal work force the 
most imp ortant factor in the su rp lu s. 
More than 50,000 job s hav e b een 
eliminated throu gh 
attrition 
since 
Janu ary , 19 75, and the p ay roll now 
stands at 6 6 4,000, he said. 
Since lab or costs accou nt for ab ou t 
86 p er cent of the Postal Serv ice’s 
ex p enditu res, Bailar has focu sed his 
efforts to b alance the p ostal b u dget on 
this area. The 50,000 job s translates 
into a $9 00 million sav ings for the 
cu rrent fiscal y ear, he added.

Scranton told the cou ncil the failu re of 
the Hanoi gov ernment to "accou nt 
satisfactorily ” for 800 American serv ­ 
icemen missing in action in the 
Vietnam war raised dou b ts ab ou t 
V ietnam ’s hu m anitarianism 
and 
conseq u ently ab ou t its fitness to join 
the United Nations. 
Scranton said if Vietnam wou ld 
“ab andon trading on the sorrows of 
fam ilies 
to 
attain 
its 
ends, 
normalization of relations cou ld then 
flow swiftly .” 
The cou ncil v oted 14 to 1 on Monday 
in fav or of recommending that the 
General Assemb ly admit Vietnam to 
memb ership , b u t the dissenting v ote 
from one of the fiv e p ermanent 
memb ers — the United States — k illed 
the recommendation. 
It was the 18th American v eto in the 
history of the cou ncil. 
Vietnamese ob serv er Dinh Ba Thi 
accu sed President Ford and Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger of a 
“ desire for v engeance’’ against 
Vietnam. He told the cou ncil he was 


confident many U.N. memb ers wou ld 
b ack Vietnam’s ap p lication "when the 
matter is p laced b efore the General 
Assemb ly .” 


Thi hinted that information ab ou t the 
missing men might b e su p p lied if the 
United States wou ld let Vietnam into 
the world organization. He said the 
U.S. v eto p olicy "will only serv e to 
continu e the day s of waiting 
of 
American families whose children” 
were listed missing. 


A resolu tion p rob ab ly will b e p u shed 
throu gh the assemb ly

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
du strial p rodu ction slip p ed in Sep ­ 
tem b er and Octob er to the lowest p oint 
in fou r months, the first su ch drop 
since the economic recov ery b egan 19 
months ago.

It’s b een two week s since Jimmy 
C arter said that continu ed p oor 
economic indicators wou ld mak e a tax 
cu t a strong p ossib ility once he tak es 
office Jan. 20. The indicators hav e 
b een p oor ev er since. . 
First, u nemp loy ment mov ed u p a 
tenth of 1 p er cent to 7.9 p er cent for 
Octob er.

The three-hour conference on the 
budget that Ford planned today was 
his longest work session since Nov. 2 
when he lost the election to Jimmy 
Carter. 
Ford, wife Betty, daughter Susan 
and son Jack returned to Washington 
on Monday evening from Palm 
Springs, Calif., where the President 
spent eight days unwinding from the 
campaign. 
Jam es T. Lynn, director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, met with 
Ford twice in Palm Springs and 
returned with him for today’s meeting 
on preliminary outlines for the federal 
budget 
for 
fiscal 
1978, 
due 
for 
presentation to Congress in January. 
Lynn said last week that Ford’s 1978 
budget will exceed the $429.5 billion in 
outlays that were tentatively projected 
a year ago. Spending in fiscal 1977, 
which began Oct. I, is expected to top 
$413 billion, including a $50 billion 
deficit. 
Carter can submit his own budget 
proposals for fiscal 1978 after he takes 
office Jan. 20. 
Ford’s vacation routine in Palm 
Springs consisted mainly of swimming 
and golf, but he also went house 
hunting. 
The Fords on Sunday viewed several 
liouses and lots in the posh desert 
resort where they stayed, but made no 
decision on whether to move to the 
area permanently, White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said Monday.

—He said he hopes the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries will 
not increase oil prices next month 
when the OPEC countries meet. He 
said it would be better for the world 
economy and the economies of the 
OPEC nations “ if they exercise great 
restraint.” He also disclaimed any 
official role as a U.S. spokesman in the 
matter. 
Postal Service Shows Surplus 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Postal 
Service says its success in trimming 
its work force has helped it post its 
first surplus in four years. 


Postmaster General Benjamin F. 
Bailar said Monday that the Postal 
Service’s $15 million surplus in the 
quarter that ended Sept. 30 means it 
probably will not have to raise the cost 
of mailing letters next year. 


The government-subsidized mail 
agency, which lost $1.2 billion in the 
fiscal year that ended last June 30, still 
expects to lose $500 million in fiscal 
1977, which began last month, Bailar 
said. But that is down from an earlier 
forecast of a $1 billion loss. 
"We’re not out of the woods yet. 
Nevertheless, this is a major ac­ 
complishment,” he said at a news 
conference called to announce the $15 
million surplus, which ended a string 


of quarterly deficits that stretched 
back to 1972. 
The Postal Service has lost nearly $3 
billion since it was created in 1971 to 
replace the old Post Office Depart­ 
ment. 
“ I’m hopeful there will not be a rate 
increase in 1977,” he said. 
B ailar 
called 
the 
continuing 
reduction in the postal work force the 
most important factor in the surplus. 
More than 50,000 jobs have been 
eliminated through 
attrition 
since 
January, 1975, and the payroll now 
stands at 664,000, he said. 
Since labor costs account for about 
86 per cent of the Postal Service’s 
expenditures, Bailar has focused his 
efforts to balance the postal budget on 
this area. The 50,000 jobs translates 
into a $900 million savings for the 
current fiscal year, he added.

reduce our manpower where we can do 
so without any drop off in service,” 
Bailar told reporters. 
Postal labor leaders congratulated 
Bailar on the unaccustomed surplus, 
but were unenthusiastic about the way 
it was accomplished. 
Francis Filbey, president of the 
American Postal Workers Union, said, 
“ We don’t necessarily approve of the 
methods that were used in reaching 
this result, but they were in accor­ 
dance with the contract. So we’ll have 
to deal with that in the negotiations for 
the next contract.” 
Jam es Rademacher, president of the 
National 
Association 
of 
Letter 
Carriers, said “ I’m very happy that 
they’re seeing the black side of the 
ledger, but the savings to some extent 
have been at the expense of our 
m embers. 
When 
routes 
are 
elim inated, the remaining letter 
carriers must absorb additional 
work.”

Scranton told the council the failure of 
the Hanoi government to "account 
satisfactorily” for 800 American serv­ 
icemen missing in action in the 
Vietnam war raised doubts about 
Vietnam ’s hum anitarianism and 
consequently about its fitness to join 
the United Nations. 
Scranton said if Vietnam would 
“ abandon trading on the sorrows of 
fam ilies 
to 
attain 
its 
ends, 
normalization of relations could then 
flow swiftly.” 
The council voted 14 to I on Monday 
in favor of recommending that the 
General Assembly admit Vietnam to 
membership, but the dissenting vote 
from one of the five permanent 
members — the United States — killed 
the recommendation. 
It was the 18th American veto in the 
history of the council. 
Vietnamese observer Dinh Ba Thi 
accused President Ford and Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger of a 
"desire for vengeance’’ against 
Vietnam. He told the council he was 


confident many U.N. members would 
back Vietnam’s application “when the 
matter is placed before the General 
Assembly.” 


Thi hinted that information about the 
missing men might be supplied if the 
United States would let Vietnam into 
the world organization. He said the 
U.S. veto policy “will only serve to 
continue the days of waiting of 
American families whose children” 
were listed missing. 


A resolution probably will be pushed 
through the assembly noting the 
council’s one-sided vote in favor of 
Vietnam, pronouncing the country 
qualified for U.N. membership and 
asking the council to reconsider the 
application and approve it. 
The assembly by a vote of 123 to 0 
adopted a similar resolution in favor of 
North and South Vietnam on Sept. 19, 
1975, after the United States vetoed

the applications again ll days after the 
assembly vote. 
Another American veto is expected 
when the issue comes back from the 
assembly unless Vietnam has supplied 
information about the missing Ameri­ 
cans to the U.S-Vietnamese talks 
which opened in Paris last week.

Industrial Production Turns Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
dustrial production slipped in Sep­ 
tember and October to the lowest point 
in four months, the first such drop 
since the economic recovery began 19 
months ago. 


The 
drop, 
reflecting 
slower 
economic growth and some work 
stoppages, was the strongest signal yet 
that the economy might be headed 
down or at least growing more slowly 
than necessary to make a dent in the 
jobless rolls. 


The Federal Reserve Board report 
Monday on industrial production 
measures the output of the nation’s 
factories, 
mines 
and 
utilities. 
Sustained changes in the industrial 
index are taken as key signals of 
economic shifts. However, the figures 


for only two months are regarded 
as too skimpy to show a clear trend. 
It’s been two weeks since Jimmy 
C arter said that continued poor 
economic indicators would make a tax 
cut a strong possibility once he takes 
office Jan. 20. The indicators have 
been poor ever since. . 
First, unemployment moved up a 
tenth of I per cent to 7.9 per cent for 
October. Retail sales were only a 
whisker above where they were four 
months ago. And then the industrial 
output report Monday. 
Carter’s top economic adviser has 
been saying since June that the 
economy needs $10 billion to $15 billion 
in extra government stimulus. 
Carter’s remarks were his first 
mention of tax rebates, which are 
ladled out in a single dose and usually 


provide a quicker, more concentrated 
stimulus than a tax cut that is spread 
out over several months’ paychecks. 


The 1974 anti-recession tax rebates 
amounted to $17 billion and averaged a 
$200 treasury check per taxpayer. 


The Federal Reserve said output of 
the nation’s mines, factories and 
utilities dropped one-half of one per 
cent in October. And the September 
figures, which originally were level 
from August, were revised to show a 
drop of two-tenths of one per cent. 
The Federal Reserve said strikes in 
the car and farm equipment industries 
contributed to the decline, but not 
more than one-third of October’s drop. 
Car production was steady in 
October at an annual rate of 7.7 per 
million units, but output of home ap­ 


pliances, carpeting and furniture were 
off for the second month. 
Business equipment production, an 
indicator of business spending, was off 
by one per cent largely due to the farm 
equipment shut downs the Federal 
Reserve said. About the only category 
showing an increase was construction 
equipment. 


The industrial production index was 
at 130.4 per cent of its 1967 average, 6.7 
per cent ahead of the same month a 
year ago. 


Meanwhile, auto sales for early 
November showed drops by Ford and 
American Motors and left domestic 
new car sales down 1.5 per cent, 
heralding a lacklustre start for the 
1977-model year. General Motors and 
Chrylser both reported gains.

C I£ V EIJV N D - Ohio’s last com­ 
mitter train will clack its way over its 
67-mile GevelandYoungstown run for 
the last time early next year, Consoli­ 
dated R ail Corp. (C onrail) has 
decreed. 
There was no immediate word as to 
possibility of an alternate service. 
The demise wasn’t unexpected. Its 
former operator, Erie I^ackawanna 
Railway Co., tried to shut it down in 
April 1973 but was foiled repeatedly by 
legal maneuvers undertaken by its 
riders. 


Conrail, which inherited the daily 
round-trip operation last April when 
Erie I,ackawanna and other troubled 
lines were merged into the federally 
backed freight service, said the line is 
losing money heavily. 
Erie I^ckawanna had said the same 
30 months earlier. 
Conrail had been 
authorized to 
continue the service if it were given a 
commitment from Ohio that the state 
would provide a subsidy to offset 
losses, but the Sept. 27 deadline passed 
with no such promise. 


In the absence of a subsidy pledge, 
the Regional Rail Reorganization Act 
permitted Conrail to shut down the 
operation; and Monday a Jan. 16 
termination date was announced. 
Conrail said it was losing $15.43 per 
passenger or what 
would be an 
estimated $240,000 over the next six 
months. Erie I^ickawanna had pegged 
its losses at aboitt $600 per day in 1973, 
when about 100 persons used the three- 
coach train. Conrail said Monday it 
has been carrying an average of about 
65 persons one way.

O hio's Last 
Com m uter 
Train Dying 


CIi£VELAND - Ohio’s last com­ 
muter train will clack its way over its 
67-mile GevelandYoungstown run for 
the last time early next year, Consoli­ 
dated R ail Corp. 
(C onrail) has 
decreed. 
There was no immediate word as to 
possibility of an alternate service. 
The demise wasn’t unexpected. Its 
former operator, Erie [Lackawanna 
Railway Co., tried to shut it (town in 
April 1973 but was foiled repeatedly by 
legal maneuvers undertaken by its 
riders. 


Conrail, which inherited the daily 
round-trip operation last April when 
Erie {Lackawanna and other troubled 
lines were merged into the federally 
backed freight service, said the line is 
losing money heavily. 
Erie I Lackawanna had said the same 
30 months earlier. 
Conrail had been authorized to 
continue the service if it were given a 
commitment from Ohio that the state 
would provide a subsidy to offset 
losses, but the Sept. 27 deadline passed 
with no such promise. 


In the absence of a subsidy pledge, 
the Regional Rail Reorganization Act 
permitted Conrail to shut down the 
operation; and Monday a Jan. 16 
termination date was announced. 
Conrail said it was losing $15.43 per 
passenger or what 
would be an 
estimated $240,000 over the next six 
months. Erie ILackawanna had pegged 
its losses at about $600 per day in 1973, 
when about IOO persons used the three- 
coach train. Conrail said Monday it 
has been carrying an average of about 
65 persons one way.

The latest shift means stock backlogs 
rose during September relative to the 
volume of sales. 
The Commerce Department said 
businesses held inventories worth $1.51 
for every $1 worth of sales during 
September. That was up from $1.49 in 
August, but below $1.54 during Sep­ 
tember last year.

Her 
traum a is immediately, significantly 
reduced. “ I try to tell clients that 
nothing - no furniture or decoration - is 
in bad taste, if they honestly love it. I 
tell them this, not just to buy their 
confidence, but because it’s true. Your 
home is YOU - not me, and not the 
November issue of a magazine. So stop 
being afraid of your own taste!” 
His first step rn visiting a new client, 
said Simons, “ is to ask which pieces of 
furniture she or her husband like best. 
I find that men are far more sen­ 
timental than women. They will take a 
stand and say ‘Just keep your hands 
off this chair’ - or whatever it is they 
like. Women, on the hand, may reject a 
piece of furniture they are fond of, if 
they suspect the decorator really 
doesn’t like it in the room. I wish 
they’d be as open as men are, because 
the sentimental pieces - even when 
they’re offbeat things that were picked 
up on trips - make ideal furnishings to 
plan a decor around. They’re personal. 
Being personal, they’re vital.” 
Unfortunately, says the decorator, 
too many American apartments and 
houses today are look-alive boxes, 
“ with no kind of architectural 
character to give them individuality. 
And since the structures themselves 
have no character, it is up to the people 
inside to have character - and the 
courage to express it.” 


Inventories 
Show Rise

ufacturers and merchants expanded 
their 
stocks 
of 
goods 
and 
raw 
materials by more than $2 billion for 
the second straight month during 
Septem ber, the governm ent said 
today. 
The Department of Commerce said 
inventories were up $2.6 billion to a 
seasonally adjusted $285.5 billion — the 
second-biggest increase since a $4- 
billion advance in December 1974. 
Inventories increased $2.4 billion in 
August. 
The continued strong rise in in­ 
ventories means workers are being 
kept busy restocking goods and 
materials as well as satisfying sales 
demands. But if inventories get too 
big, factories and retail outlets might 
cut back, exerting a dampening in­ 
fluence on the economy. 
The September accumulation of 
stocks apparently was partially in­ 
voluntary because sales slipped five- 
tenths of a per cent. During August, 
sales climbed eight-tenths of a per 
cent. 
Sales at the retail level have been 
virtually flat for the past four months. 
The latest shift means stock backlogs 
rose during September relative to the 
volume of sales. 
The Commerce Department said 
businesses held inventories worth $1.51 
for every $1 worth of sales during 
September. That was up from $1.49 in 
August, but below $1.54 during Sep­ 
tember last year.

I perspire to the point that I feel that 
my life is not worth living. I am always 
drenched, especially under the arm ­ 
pits. Doctors have not been able to find 
any hormone problem or thyroid 
problem. You are my last resort.

Dear Miss J.: 
The problem of uncontrollable, 
localized sweating is a source of 
enormous distress to a great many 
people. All of them have tried, as you 
undoubtedly 
have, 
all 
the 
an­ 
tiperspirants on the market, without 
success. This, despite the fact that so 
many millions of people benefit by the 
use of these products. 
Recently, I came across an article 
written by Dr. Walter B. Shelley of the 
Department of Dermatology at the 
University of Pennsylvania School of 
Medicine. The article, printed in the 
m edical 
m agazine, 
Consultant, 
outlined a form of treatm ent which 
deserves to be tried by you and others 
with this problem. 
Dr. Shelley prescribes a 20 per cent 
aluminum chloride, hexahydrate, in 
absolute, anhydrous ethyl alcohol (200 
per cent). This should be made up by 
the pharmacist exactly as Dr. Shelley 


suggests, without any variation. He 
warns especially that this preparation 
should NOT be compounded with “95 
per cent ethyl alcohol or alcohol 
contaminated wi h water in order to 
facilitate rapid solution.” 
Any variation of Dr. Shelley’s 
precise prescription will lessen the 
effectiveness of the drug and even 
make it valueless. 


Dr. Shelley suggests that the patient 
apply a small amount of the formula 
by rubbing it into the exact area in 
which the heavy sweating occurs. 
He says, "Do not wash the area 
im m ediately 
before 
applying.” 
Rather, to be sure that it is perfectly 
dry expose the area to a hair dryer. 


The patient should repeat ap­ 
plication of the antiperspirant every 
night until the relief from sweating is 
achieved. After that, it can be con­ 
tinued two or three times a week as 
needed. “ This acidic alum inum 
solution has no effect on nylon, but is 
severely damaging to cottons.” 
Before embarking on such a project 
for the control of excessive sweating, 
your own doctor should, of course, be 
consulted.

“ It’s the fruit of the future,” says 
Ted Shurtleff, who with several part­ 
ners has put in 20 acres in San Luis 
Obispo County. “It’s delicious, can be 
stored for weeks in home refrigerators 
and makes a spectacular jam .” 
In addition, the kiwifruit is subject to 
few insects or diseases. Growers say it 
is chock full of vitamin A and has twice 
as much vitamin C as orange juice. An 
average-sized kiwi has about 60 
calories. 
Kiwifruit, now selling for up to 50 
cents each in markets, can bring 
growers $2,000 to $3,000 a ton. Mature 
vines yield about five tons an acre. 
Joe Hail, a grower ana nurseryman 
rn this little Stanislaus County com­ 
munity, said he was “one of the first in 
the state to grow them ” when he 
started planting kiwis IO years ago. “I 
have IO acres now, and I’ll be putting 
in IO more soon.” 
The kiwi, native to south central- 
China, was introduced into New 
Zealand in 1906, where it was called the 
Chinese gooseberry. New Zealand, 
which produces most of the wqi 
supply, began exporting it as the “ 
fruit in 1953. 
Kiwi plants reached the United 
States in 1935, but the first serious 
commercial ventures began in the 
mid-1960s, when two growers imported 
several thousand plants from New 
Zealand to set up California’s first kiwi 
vineyards. “Kiwi” is a nickname for a 
New Zealander. 
Now almost all the U.S. production 
comes from California — 120 tons in 
1975. Officials say the harvest could 
reach 3,000 to 4,000 tons by 1980.

Your husband is a very sick man, 
OPEC Group 
Draws Up 
Price Plan 
VIENNA, Austria (AP) — Economic 
and 
financial 
experts 
of 
the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries met today to draw up 
recommendations for an increase in 
the price of crude oil. 
The OPEC commission met at the 
organization’s headquarters under 
tight police guard. The session was 
expected to last a week or 10 days, and 
no communiques or statements were 
expected. 
Informants said such a rec­ 
ommendation by OPEC’s economic 
commission was unavoidable “ in view 
of the inflation in the Western coun­ 
tries and the subsequent erosion of the 
purchasing power of OPEC oil.” 
The oil ministers of the 13 member 
countries of the oil cartel will act on 
the recommendations at a meeting 
opening Dec. 15 in Qatar. Although not 
required to abide by the recom­ 
mendations of the commission, they 
are expected to increase the present 
base price of $11.51 a barrel at least 10 
per cent. 
A 10 per cent boost would add an 
estimated $12 billion a year to the oil 
bill of importing nations. Officials of 
the U.S. State Department disclosed 
that the U.S. government has been 
consulting with the Japanese and West 
European governments to try to devise 
a strategy to head off an increase. 
OPEC last raised the price of oil 10 
per cent on Oct. 1, 1975. The oil 
ministers met last in May, on the 
Indonesian island of Bali. They 
decided there to hold the price line 
until the end of the year. But since then 
nearly every Arab oil country has 
signaled that the Qatar meeting will 
vote an increase. 
Steel Mill

CONNEAUT, Ohio (AP) — About 200 
local officials and businessmen from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio will meet here 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of 
U.S. Steel Corp. locating a new steel 
mill in the area. 
Specifically, they will discuss the 
probable impact of such a mill and how 
to encourage U.S. Steel to locate there. 
U.S. Steel officials have said the 
company is looking at several sites and 
that a new plant would cost about $3 
billion. 
At a news conference in Los Angeles 
Sunday, U.S. Steel President David 
Roderick said the company is con­ 
sidering making an environmental im­ 
pact study to build the plant on Lake 
Erie. 
Roderick’s statement seems to 
imply Conneaut has the inside track 
over other sites. 
However, he also said construction is 
a long way off because ‘the current 
cost-price relationship in the steel in­ 
dustry wouldn’t justify construction of 
such a plant ” 
The Conneaut site is adjacent to the 
docks where the company’s coal and 
ore shipments are received from Great 
Lakes freighters. Other sites men­ 
tioned were at Fairless Hills, near 
Philadelphia, and Baytown, Tex.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A young 
Alabama lawyer who has fought for 
the rights of blacks, women and poor 
people will be President-elect Jimmy 
Carter’s transition representative at 
the Justice Department. 
Joseph I^evin Jr. comes to the Carter 
transition team after six years fighting 
civil rights cases in the courts — and 
winning a victory in a major case 
involving women’s rights. 
Department officials say they have 
been told that Levin will handle 
criminal justice matters involving the 
department and some other federal 
agencies during the transition to the 
new administration. 
In a telephone interview, l>evin said 
he expects Carter to push quickly for a 
system of selecting federal judges on 
the basis of ability instead of politics. 
I^evin declined to predict whether 
FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley will 
be asked to resign. 
“ I don’t think that decision has been 
made yet,” Levin said. 
Department officials are doing their 
own guessing about the changes Carter 
may bring. 
The most obvious will be changes at 
the top levels of the department and its 
various agencies. Atty. Gen. Edward 
H. I^evi, Deputy Atty. Gen. Harold R. 
Tyler and Solicitor General Robert H. 
Bork are virtually certain to go. 
In all, 307 department officials are 
political appointees who could be 
replaced.

Your husband is a very sick man, 
OPEC Group 
Draws Up 
Price Plan 
VIENNA, Austria (AP) — Economic 
and 
financial 
experts 
of 
the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries met today to draw up 
recommendations for an increase in 
the price of crude oil. 
The OPEC commission met at the 
organization’s headquarters under 
tight police guard. The session was 
expected to last a week or IO days, and 
no communiques or statements were 
expected. 
Inform ants said such a 
rec­ 
ommendation by OPEC’s economic 
commission was unavoidable “in view 
of the inflation in the Western coun­ 
tries and the subsequent erosion of the 
purchasing power of OPEC oil.” 
The oil ministers of the 13 member 
countries of the oil cartel will act on 
the recommendations at a meeting 
opening Dec. 15 in Qatar. Although not 
required to abide by the recom­ 
mendations of the commission, they 
are expected to increase the present 
base price of $11.51 a barrel at least IO 
per cent. 
A IO per cent boost would add an 
estimated $12 billion a year to the oil 
bill of importing nations. Officials of 
the U.S. State Department disclosed 
that the U.S. government has been 
consulting with the Japanese and West 
European governments to try to devise 
a strategy to head off an increase. 
OPEC last raised the price of oil IO 
per cent on Oct. I, 1975. The oil 
ministers met last in May, on the 
Indonesian island of Bali. They 
decided there to hold the price line 
until the end of the year. But since then 
nearly every Arab oil country has 
signaled that the Qatar meeting will 
vote an increase. 
Steel M ill 
Location 
Prom oted 
CONNEAUT, Ohio (AP) — About 200 
local officials and businessmen from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio will meet here 
Wednesday to discuss the possibility of 
U.S. Steel Corp. locating a new steel 
mill in the area. 
Specifically, they will discuss the 
probable impact of such a mill and how 
to encourage U.S. Steel to locate there. 
U.S. Steel officials have said the 
company is looking at several sites and 
that a new plant would cost about $3 
billion. 
At a news conference in Los Angeles 
Sunday, U.S. Steel President David 
Roderick said the company is con­ 
sidering making an environmental im­ 
pact study to build the plant on Lake 
Erie. 
Roderick’s statem ent seems to 
imply Conneaut has the inside track 
over other sites. 
However, he also said construction is 
a long way off because ‘the current 
cost-price relationship in the steel in­ 
dustry wouldn’t justify construction of 
such a plant.” 
The Conneaut site is adjacent to the 
docks where the company’s coal and 
ore shipments are received from Great 
I^kes freighters. Other sites men­ 
tioned were at Fairless Hills, near 
Philadelphia, and Baytown, Tex.

Pennsylvania border and has been 
consolidating its holdings recently 
with new purchases, encouraging the 
speculation that a site had been se­ 
lected.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A young 
Alabama lawyer who has fought for 
the rights of blacks, women and poor 
people will be President-elect Jimmy 
Carter’s transition representative at 
the Justice Department. 
Joseph I-evtn Jr. comes to the Carter 
transition team after six years fighting 
civil rights cases in the courts — and 
winning a victory in a major case 
involving women’s rights. 
Department officials say they have 
been told that iAvin will handle 
criminal justice matters involving the 
department and some other federal 
agencies during the transition to the 
new administration. 
In a telephone interview, l^vin said 
he expects Carter to push quickly for a 
system of selecting federal judges on 
the basis of ability instead of politics. 
I>evin declined to predict whether 
FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley will 
be asked to resign. 
“I don’t think that decision has been 
made yet,” I>evin said. 
Department officials are doing their 
own guessing about the changes Carter 
may bring. 
The most obvious will be changes at 
the top levels of the department and its 
various agencies. Atty. Gen. Edward 
H. iAvi, Deputy Atty. Gen. Harold R. 
Tyler and Solicitor General Robert H. 
Bork are virtually certain to go. 
In all, 307 department officials are 
political appointees who could be 
replaced. This includes 94 U.S. at­

PARIS (AP) — Jean Gabin. one of 
the biggest and most durable stars of 
the French film world, died this 
morning at the American Hospital 
after a heart attack. He was 72, had 
spent 54 years in the entertainment 
world and had made about IOO movies. 
Gabin entered the hospital in 
suburban Neuilly Saturday evening 
suffering from very high blood 
pressure 
His notable film appearances in­ 
cluded the determined-to-survive foot 
soldier in “Grand Illusion,” Jean 
Valjean in “lies Misereres,” Georges 
Simenon’s Inspector Maigret, the 
Algerian oiftlaw Pepe Ie Moko, “Crime 
and Punishment,” the Mafia chief in 
“The Sicilian Clan,” and the em­ 
bittered old husband in “The Cat,” for 
which he received the Best Actor 
Award at the 1971 
Berlin 
Film 
Festival. 
Bom Jean-Alexis Moncorge, Gabin 
worked as a mason and warehouse 
clerk. He started with the stage and 
turned to movies in 1930 at the start of 
the talking picture era.

I>evin, 33, has handled several major 
civil rights suits, including the 
Frontiero case that produced a land­ 
mark Supreme Court decision for 
women's rights in 1973. He argued the 
case before the court, which for the 
first time said classification by sex 
was inherently suspect.

Democratic Chairman Robert Strauss, 
stopped short of predicting Ohio will 
get a cabinet post. He said it is a 
possibility, however. 
U.S. Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, only 
two years into his first term and en­ 
joying it, apparently doesn’t want to 
leave the Senate. An aide, Steve 
Avakian, said the senator probably 
wouldn’t be interested, even in a, 
cabinet position. 
Glenn, like others who campaigned 
for the former Georgia governor, is 
credited in part for delivering the 
state’s big bloc of 25 electoral votes, 
narrow as the margin was (less than 
5.000 votes in the unofficial count). 
Carter also recalls clearly that 
Ohio’s votes put him over the top on the 
first ballot when he won his party’s 
presidential nomination in New York 
City last July. He mentioned it often in 
the campaign. 
Numerous names have been men­ 
tioned in the guessing game now under 
way about presidential appointments. 
Among them is former Democratic 
Gov. John J. Gilligan, who helped 
write the national Democratic plat­ 
form to Carter’s liking. Gilligan said 
he would consider a job iii the Carter 
administration but has not been asked. 
Ohio’s top woman officeholder, State 
Treasurer Gertrude W. Donahey, is a

Ted Celeste, brother of Lt. Gov.

Despite the absence of dev elopment 
assistance, Sax be said the United 
States wou ld still prov ide India abou t 
$200 million in either free or con­ 
cessional food grains this y ear u nder 
agreements signed earlier. 
Sax be ridicu led Ru ssia’s economic 
assistance program to India, accu sing 
the Sov iets of making the Indians “ pay 
thou gh the nose for ev ery thing they get 
and getting nothing in retu rn bu t 
propaganda. 
"I think the Indians are beginning to 
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realize that they can’t spend” the 
propaganda, he continu ed. 
According to av ailable information, 
Ru ssian assistance to India is less than

DAYTON, Ohio (APi — School 
board members in the Wayne Town­ 
ship IiOcal School District discussed a 
half dozen alternatives Monday night 
with regard to a strike by about 300 
teachers. 
However, when the closed meeting 
ended, School Supt. Charles G. Newton 
said no course of action was agreed on, 
and that another board meeting will be 
held tonight He didn’t divulge the 
nature of the six alternatives. 
Newton said classes will continue, 
but there were indications only about 
half of the north Dayton suburb’s 9,136 
students would attend. 
School buses continued to run 
Monday and the superintendent said 
he does not expect drivers to honor the 
teachers’ picket lines. 
Salaries are the main stumbling 
block, with the board offering a base 
increase from the current $8,800 a year 
to $9,600. Members of the Wayne 
Township 
Classroom 
T eachers 
Association are demanding $9,300 now 
and $9,800 in 1977. 
A teachers’ spokesman claims a four 
mill additional operating levy ap­ 
proved by voters Nov. 2 will cover 
their demands. 
Both sides in the dispute held off the 
start of talks until after the fate of the 
tax levy was determined. 
W eather Calm 
Over Nation 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The weather was calm over most of 
the nation this morning. But a few 
showers reached central Florida, and 
rain, fog and some snow was scattered 
from the Pacific northwest to western 
Idaho. 
Patchy dense fog shrouded parts of 
the Gulf and south Atlantic coast states 
other than Florida, slowing traffic in 
some areas. In west Texas, where 
tem peratures were below freezing, the 
fog put an icy glaze on streets and 
highways. 
Skies were clear over the northern 
and central great plains, the Great 
I^akes and Ohio valley regions, and the 
central Appalachians. Clear skies also 
were found in the southern Rockies 
and southern plateau. 
Temperatures were in the teens in 
much of the Dakotas and Minnesota. 
Readings in the 40s were common 
along the Gulf and south Atlantic 
coasts, except for warmer readings in 
most of Florida. Temperatures in the 
50s were the rule in the Pacific coast 
states. Elsew here, the m ercury 
reached the 20s and 30s. 


general and senator from Ohio, 
stopped packing for home Monday 
long enough to air some of his views in 
an Associated Press interview.

In his interview, he criticized World

Department. He also defended his 
recommendation that India continue to 
be sold enriched uranium by the 
United States. 
Saxbe also said U.S.-Indian relations 
have improved steadily 
since he 
arrived here in March, 1975. 
He accused McNamara of trying to 
force American aid on India and other 
development countries that may not 
want it. 
‘You get the impression that here’s 
a guy with a scoop shovel and a truck 
load of money and he pulls up to the 
.square and starts shoveling it out,” 
Saxbe said. “ It isn’t that wav. bitt 
that ’s the impression we get.” 
Saxbe said McNamara spent his 
time during a visit here last week 
“waving his checkbook around and 
saying there’s no limit to the amount of 
money we’re willing to give India. 
“I don’t think that's the way to get 
along with a country as proud as 
India,” Saxbe said. 
Saxbe revealed India had decided 
not to seek any new development 
assistance from the United States, 
although the Ford administration has 
tentatively budgeted nearly $70 million 
for India during the fiscal year 
beginning Oct. I. 
“ India is not shopping for aid at the 
present tim e,” the ambassador said, 
because of record foreign exchange re­ 
serves of $3 billion and an ap­ 
proximately 20 million-ton buffer stock 
of foodgrains. 
Saxbe said the United States would 
not try to impose assistance on India 
against its wishes, as he implied 
Washington had done in the past. 
“When they ask for help, give it to 
them. But don’t ram it down their 
throats, or don’t try to bait them. 
They’re a very proud people. When we 
patronize them, they resent it,” he 
said. 
The United States provided more 
than $10 billion in economic assistance 
to India from independence in 1947 
until most U.S. aid was suspended 
during the 1971 India-Pakistan war. 
Despite the absence of development 
assistance, Saxbe said the United 
States would still provide India about 
$200 million in either free or con­ 
cessional food grains this year under 
agreements signed earlier. 
Saxbe ridiculed Russia’s economic 
assistance program to India, accusing 
the Soviets of making the Indians “pay 
though the nose for everything they get 
and getting nothing in return but 
propaganda. 
“ I think the Indians are beginning to

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - School 
board members in the Wayne Town­ 
ship Local School District discussed a 
half dozen alternatives Monday night 
with regard to a strike by about 300 
teachers.

Charles G. Newton 
said no course of action was agreed on, 
and that another board meeting will be 
held tonight.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — School 
board members in the Wayne Town­ 
ship I-ocal School District discussed a 
half dozen alternatives Monday night 
with regard to a strike by about 300 
teachers. 
However, when the closed meeting 
ended, School Supt. Charles G. Newton 
said no course of action was agreed on, 
and that another board meeting will be 
held tonight.

Youth Sues Agency; 
Long Foster Child 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Dennis 
Smith is in his 17th year and his 16th 
foster home. “It’s like a sear on your 
brain,” he says. 


“If I had known I was going to spend 
the first 16 years of my life this way, 
I’d rather have been dead. I’d have 
wished my mother could have aborted 
me,” said Dennis. 
“I want people to realize what’s 
happening to foster children,” he adds. 
And he has filed an unusual lawsuit 
with that purpose in mind. 


The suit, filed in Alameda County 
Superior Court Monday, asks damages 
of $500,000 from the county social 
service agency and officials of the 
public school system there. 


Smith claims the agency told his 
mother he would be placed for 
adoption but sent him instead to one 
foster home after another. He says the 
schools accepted what he called a mis­ 
taken diagnosis that he was mentally 
retarded and put him in classes for the 
handicapped. 


Dennis was bom in Oakland on Oct. 
5, 1959. His two legal aid lawyers say 
county records are unclear where he 
spent his first 2Vi months. He doesn’t 
know who his parents are or where he 
got the name “Smith.” 


Early in 1960 he was placed with a 
couple already caring for one foster 
child. Then came more homes and a 
couple 
of

He was placed last September in his 
present foster home, where his 
attorneys say he is “ reasonably 
content.”

“It’s bad enough being locked up if 
you’re average size, but ifs even 
worse if you’re a dwarf,” said Jett. 
He has to climb into secondtier 
prison bunks, wear ill-fitting prison 
clothing and stand eye-to-waist with 
other prisoners. 
Jett said he’s grown accustomed to 
regular kidding. “I’m called a short- 
termer’ and ‘shorty’ and things like 
that. Most of it is friendly kidding,” he 
said. 
At 48, Jett is serving 24 to 40 years 
for passing bad checks. He claims he 
was “railroaded” because he is a 
dwarf and because he is from the 
North. 
“I got more time for bad checks than 
most people get for murder,” Jett said. 
A former Johnson Qty, Tenn., auto 
dealer, Jett is the father of five 
children, three of them dwarfs. 
He said he is bitter at prison officials 
for not allowing him to attend the 
funeral of his wife last month. 
Jett said she was 14 years old when 
they married 27 years ago.

WASHINGTON fAP) - Farmers 
can look forward to 1977 without much 
fear that production costs will soar and 
shortages develop as they did a few 
years ago, but there are signs that 
some items will cause problems, an 
Agriculture Department analyst says. 
Robert D. Reinsel of USDA’s 
Economic Research Service said in 
remarks prepared for a speech today 
to the National Agricultural Outlook 
Conference that “manufacturers in 
general 
have 
increased 
their 
production capacity, farmers have 
increased their purchases, and prices 
for most inpits, with the exception of 
fertilizer, are rising but more slowly.” 
In contrast to 1973 and 1974, most 
imput items needed by farm ers 
through next spring hold “ little 
suspense, excitement or attention” at 
the present time, he said. 
One major concern in the months 
ahead will be fuel needed to run farm 
machinery and, in the case of natural 
gas, to make fertilizer. 
“While prices of gasoline are up 
slightly over those paid a year ago. it is 
difficult to forecast with any certainty 
the movement over the next several 
months,” Reinsel said. 
The big foreign oil producing 
countries have been advocating price 
increases ranging up to 30 per cent, 
with IO to 15 per cent being the most 
commonly mentioned increase, he 
noted. 
“We can only estimate that 1977 fuel 
might rise 5 to IO per cent over this 
year's level,” Reinsel said. 
Rex F. Daly, another USD A outlook 
specialist, told the conference Monday 
that net farm income this year is 
estimated at about $24 billion, up 
slightly from the $22.7 billion mark of

“Such introductory term s 
as ‘Flash’ or ‘Bulletin’ and 
statements such as ‘We in­ 
terrupt this program to bring 
you ...’ are reserved ex­ 
clusively for news broad­ 
casting,” NBC tells its show- 
makers. 
Bit last Thursday, switch­ 
boards at newspapers and TV 
stations across the nation lit 
up when viewers thought they 
had heard a major sports 
bulletin interrupt NBC’s Dick 
Van Dyke show. 
Its announcer, Stu Nahan, a 
sportscaster here, came on 
and intoned: “ Major sports 
news was made just moments 
ago when the Los Angeles 
Rams completed the biggest 
trade in their history." 
He said the Rams had sent 
six of their best backs, in­ 
cluding quarterbacks James 
Harris and Ron Jaworski, “to 
Notre Dame for hunchback 
Quasimodo. Details at ll.” 
Then the show resumed. 
Whammo, the calls flooded 
in, obviously from viewers 
who either: 
—Didn’t listen closely to the 
Quasimodo part (Quas is the 
bell-ringer in Victor Hugo’s 
novel, “The Hunchback of 
Notre Dame ” ). 
—Didn’t realize the Rams 
aren’t about to trade anybody 
to 
Notre 
Dam e. 
UCLA,

Dame. 
It was all a joke, of course. 
Birt did it violate NBC rules 
against bogus news bulletins? 
Nope, say NBC and Byron 
Paul, executive producer of 
Van Dyke’s show. 
“ We’ve adhered to the 
letter of the rules,” says 
Paul, noting the interruption 
to report the “trade" wasn’t 
billed as a bulletin. It began 
with a card that just said: 
“ Please Stand By ..." 
Then came the gag an­ 
nouncement which, he said, 
even brought him calls of 
inquiry the next day from 
oddsmakers in Las Vegas.

BRASILIA (AP) — Three cars 
fueled entirely with alco ho l hav e 
co mpleted a 5,000-mile to ur o f Brazil to 
publicize alco ho l as a substitute fo r 
gaso line. 
Technicians fo r the Brazilian air 
fo rce, which spo nso red the maratho n, 
said the mo dified engines perfo rmed 
flawlessly in all weathers and go t 36 
miles to the gallo n o n asphalt and 30 
miles o n a 9 50-mile stretch o f dirt ro ad. 
The three cars — a Vo lkswagen 1300, 
a Do dge Po lara and a Gurgel jeep — 
were welco med ho me at the air fo rce 
research center in Sao J o se do s 
Campo s Mo nday by a military band 
play ing the po pular samba so ng ‘‘Yo u 
Think that Whisky is Water?” 
The use o f alco ho l as a fuel in 
co mbustio n engines is no t a new idea. 
But with Brazil spending nearly $4 
billio n a y ear to impo rt 8 0 per cent o f 
the o il it uses, so me go v ernment 
o fficials see the co untry ’s sugar cane 
cro p — the wo rld’s largest — as a 
po tential so urce o f alco ho l to substitute 
fo r gaso line. 
Alco ho l as a fuel is entirely free o f 
po llutants, 
its adv o cates say . 
Its 
ex haust co nsists o f carbo n dio x ide and 
water v apo r, the same ex haust 
pro duced by a human being ex haling. 
Air fo rce engineer Miguel Azev edo , 
who dro v e o ne o f the cars, said the 
alco ho l fuel impro v ed acceleratio n 
because o f its higher o ctane co ntent 
and reduced engine wear because it 
was cleaner. 
Gaso line in Brazil no w co sts abo ut 
$1.6 0 per gallo n. Engineers refuse to 
predict ho w much alco ho l fuel wo uld 
co st if pro duced o n a scale sufficient to 
fill ev en part o f the co untry ’s needs. 
But the air fo rce and o ther adv o cates 
say large-scale pro ductio n fro m the 


abundant lo cal sugar cane wo uld ev en­ 
tually bring the co st way do wn. 
“ The energy which co mes fro m 
sugar 
cane 
o ffers 
eno rmo us 
o ppo rtunities fo r the dev elo pment o f 
o ur co untry ," said an edito rial in the 
J o rnal do Brasilia. “ Alco ho l sho uld no t 
be v iewed simply as a substitute fo r o il 
but as an o ppo rtunity fo r Brazilian 
co ntro l o f a techno lo gy unique in the 
wo rld.” 
The ministry o f industry and 
co mmerce say s it has receiv ed sev eral 
inquiries fro m abro ad abo ut the 
techno lo gy . Vo lkswagen has a fleet o f 
alco ho lfueled Vo lkswagens to uring the 
co untry to pro mo te the idea, and Fiat’s 
Brazilian subsidiary say s it has 
mo dified engines o n so me o f its cars to 
burn alco ho l.

Alcohol-Fueled Cars 
Complete Brazil Test 


BRASILIA (AP) - Three cars 
fueled entirely with alcohol have 
completed a 5,000-mile tour of Brazil to 
publicize alcohol as a substitute for 
gasoline. 
Technicians for the Brazilian air 
force, which sponsored the marathon, 
said the modified engines performed 
flawlessly in all weathers and got 36 
miles to the gallon on asphalt and 30 
miles on a 950^mile stretch of dirt road. 
The three cars — a Volkswagen 1300, 
a Dodge Polara and a Gurgel jeep — 
were welcomed home at the air force 
research center in Sao Jose dos 
Campos Monday by a military band 
playing the popular samba song "You 
Think that Whisky is Water?" 
The use of alcohol as a fuel in 
combustion engines is not a new idea. 
But with Brazil spending nearly $4 
billion a year to import 80 per cent of 
the oil it uses, some government 
officials see the country's sugar cane 
crop — the world's largest — as a 
potential source of alcohol to substitute 
for gasoline. 
Alcohol as a fuel is entirely free of 
pollutants, its advocates say. Its 
exhaust consists of carbon dioxide and 
water vapor, the same exhaust 
produced by a human being exhaling. 
Air force engineer Miguel Azevedo, 
who drove one of the cars, said the 
alcohol fuel improved acceleration 
because of its higher octane content 
and reduced engine wear because it 
was cleaner. 
Gasoline in Brazil now costs about 
$1.60 per gallon. Engineers refuse to 
predict how much alcohol fuel would 
cost if produced on a scale sufficient to 
fill even part of the country’s needs. 
But the air force and other advocates 
say large-scale production from the 


abundant local sugar cane would even­ 
tually bring the cost way down. 
‘"Die energy which comes from 
sugar 
cane 
offers 
enormous 
opportunities for the development of 
our country,” said an editorial in the 
Jomal do Brasilia. "Alcohol should not 
be viewed simply as a substitute for oil 
but as an opportunity for Brazilian 
control of a technology unique in the 
world.” 
The ministry of industry and 
commerce says it has received several 
inquiries from abroad about the 
technology. Volkswagen has a fleet of 
alcoholfueled Volkswagens touring the 
country to promote the idea, and Fiat’s 
Brazilian subsidiary says it has 
modified engines on some of its cars to 
burn alcohol.

Beirut Quiets Down 
Under Syrian Troops 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — With 
Beirut under its undisputed control, 
the Syrian army prepared today to 
extend its peacemaking grip to the rest 
of Lebanon. 
The capital, occupied in a swift and 
peaceful invasion Monday, spent its 
first night without a single shot or ex­ 
plosion after 19 months of civil war. 
An Arab league spokesman said 
plans were being made few other 
Syrian units of the Arab peacekeeping 
force to occupy Tripoli and Sidon, 
Lebanon’s second and third largest 
cities and both Moslem strongholds, 
before the end of the week. 
Armored reinforcements were 
reported to have crossed the border 
from Syria within the past 24 hours to 
move into Tripoli, 60 miles north of 
Beirut. Leftist Moslem militias there 
were reported still exchanging 
artillery fire with the neighboring 
Christian town of Zagharta, as they 
have been doing throughout the civil 
war. 
In Sidon, 25 miles south of Beirut, 
Palestinian guerrillas and their leftist 
Lebanese Moslem allies pulled out of 
hilltop positions, dismantled street 
barricades and declared the city open 
to the Syrians.

BGSU Fees 
To Increase 


BOWLING GREEN, Ohio (AP) - 
Instructional fees are going up $9 a 
quarter at Bowling Green State 
University to offset Gov. James A. 
Rhodes’ latest one per cent statewide 
budget cut, President Hollis A. Moore 
has announced. 


Trustees approved the hike Monday.

Yasir Arafat’s Palestinian high 
command said its guerrillas should 
stay “on guard for anything that might 
threaten their rights under the Cairo 
agreement.”
